Rescue 
workers

optimistic today about the fate 
of 
three men trapped in 
a 
tunnel beneath the Fox River 
by a sewer gas explosion that 
claim ed one life Monday. 
Four men had been trapped 
by the blast, but rescuers are 
sure at least one of four is 
dead. 
However, officials are 
holding out hope th a t th re e 
others trapped m ay be alive. 
Authorities 
Monday 
night 
identified 
the 
four 
trapped 
workers, 
but 
could 
not 
say 
which of the four was dead. 
T h e four w ere id en tified as 
Roger Uhlig, 32, of Cedarburg, 
Wis., Darold J. Badora, 35, of 
Greenfield, Wis., Wilfred De- 
Gra-tfe, 47, of New Franken, 
Wis., and Charles Dunkerson, 
39, of Racine, Wis. 
Three rescue attem pts have 
failed to free the three men 
who m ay still be alive. 
R e scu e 
le a d e rs 
o rd e re d 
another effort to get at the 
three men today. 
Officials said all four men 
m ay have been killed by the 
toxic m ethane gas or the blast 
itself. 
“ I wouldn’t want to say one 
way or another whether they 
are alive or not,” said police 
Capt. Kenneth Schoen. 
Four other workers escaped 
when the blast occurred. Three 
were treated and released at a 
local 
hospital 
but 
a 
fourth, 
Wayne Moureau, 28, of rural 
New Franken, Wis., who had to 
be carried from the scene, was 
hospitalized with face, chest 
and elbow injuries. 
Three rescue attem pts were 
m ade 
Monday 
in 
efforts 
to 


reach the victims, but toxic gas 
pushed rescuers back, including 
the last tim e when a rescue 
squad of firemen m anaged to 
get within 140 feet of the three 
men before the gas drove them 
back. 
The 
W.J. 
Lazynski, 
Inc., 
construction com pany brought 
drilling rigs to the scene late 
Monday to drill holes to allow 
the gas to escape and enable 
rescuers to reach the men. 


The explosion occurred in a 
tunnel being built under the 
Fox River for the Green Bay 
Metropolitan 
Sewage 
System 
and authorities said the blast 
occurred at a point about IOO 
feet underground n ear the east 
bank of the river. 


A spark from an electrical 
motor on a sm all rail system 
used to cart dirt and rocks 
from 
the 
end 
of 
the 
shaft 
apparently triggered the explo­ 
sion.

Nail Polish Is On 
At Edna’s Garage

Edna Freifeld is a statuesque 
redhead whose ha lf-inch long 
pink-lacquered 
fingernails 
make her a most improbable 
auto mechanic. 
She began tinkering with auto 
engines as a child. For the past 
IO years, she 
has run 
the 
family garage in Cedarhurst, 
Long Island, a suburb of New 
York City. 
Mrs. Freifeld hands out car- 
care tips the way most women 
do recipes. 
In an interview, she said she 
first learned about cars while 
helping her father, a grocer 
and potato farm er, keep his 
trucks in running condition. 
Then 
she 
m arried 
David 
Freifeld, an auto mechanic and 
g arag e ow ner. T hat was 35 
years ago. She has worked with 
him ever since, making repairs 
and spark plug and oil checks, 
pumping 
gas 
and 
handling 
other 
chores. 
When 
serious 
illness 
forced 
Freifeld 
into 
retirem ent IO years ago, she 
took over their business official­ 
ly 
“ He’s fine now ,” she said of 
her husband, but she s still 
running the garage because she 
enjoys it. 
Mrs. Freifeld said she rarely 
heard 
objections 
from 
cus­ 
tomers, even IO years ago when 


women doing so-called m en’s 
work were ra re r than now. 
M rs. F re ife ld is convinced 
that routine auto m aintenance 
can be done by anyone: 
“Even a m an.” she said with 
a smile. 
Mrs. Freifeld sees no risk of 
back strain, electrical shock or 
other injuries, even for people 
sm aller than her five foot eight 
and one half inch frame. 
“You can strain your back 
lifting a hood if you don’t know 
how to do it. You must know 
how to jack up a car and when 
to remove a wheel and take a 
tire off. You have to grip the 
tire a certain way to remove it. 
“Changing a spark plug is 
easier than changing some light 
bulbs Especially those on the 
sides of cars, or parking lights 
recessed in the front bum per.” 
B efore w orking on a c a r, 
remove all your jewelry, rings, 
watches, necklaces, she said, lf 
your hair is long, tie it back. 
If you are working around the 
ignition, be sure it is turned off 
and the key removed so no one 
can turn it on accidentally. 
Always use special rubber- 
insulated pliers for 
working 
with wires, she said. “Any time 
you touch m etal to m etal, you 
can get an electrical shock.” 
You 
don’t 
need a 
lot of 
special tools, she added. An old 
toothbrush and club soda or 


used to 
battery 
baking soda can be 
clean 
and 
m aintain 
term inals. 
Because many service sta­ 
tions now close on Sundays or 
weekends and people manning 
pumps are not always m e­ 
chanics, she recommends c a r­ 
rying em ergency supplies and 
tools in your trunk for on-the- 
road repairs. If you don’t know 
what to do with these things, 
she said, ask your garage man 
to show you. 
Mrs. 
Freifeld’s 
emergency 
list includes: a fan belt, heavy 
duty battery cables, a quart 
each of motor and transmission 
oil, 
plastic 
tape 
to 
repair 
broken hoses and a half-and- 
half m ixture of 
water 
and 
antifreeze to replace fluid lost 
in a 
hose 
break. 
She also 
recom m ends vise-grips or a 
pair of rubber-tipped pliers and 
a 
screwdriver 
— 
magnetic- 
tipped if, like her, you have 
nails 
so 
long 
you 
cannot 
rem ove loose screws with your 
fingers. 
For overheated engines, she 
advises a cooling off period of 
at least 30 minutes to avoid 
scalding when you remove the 
cap from the radiator. As a 
precaution, always leave the 
engine running when you put in 
water, she said. Cold water in 
an overheated engine can crack 
it.

The Algerian governm ent, in 
an urgent mem orandum , asked 
the Arab League states to call 
off plans for talks set to begin 
June IO with Common Market 
economic experts.

It is tim e to take a close look 
at the Prim ary election system 
in Indiana with a 
view 
to 
change. 
Any system which attracts a 
continuing declining percentage 
of eligible participants might 
have b asic defects. D irect 
prim ary selection of an in­ 
creasing num ber of candidates 
m andate a re-examination of 
traditional roles played in the 
elective process by partisan 
political parties. 
Many tim es I am asked why it 
is necessary to declare political 
party affiliation to be eligible to 
vote. Such declaration becomes 
public 
record, 
available 
for 
examination by all. Many public 
employees, subject to provision 
of the Hatch Act and sim ilar 
laws, hesitate to place any 
preference on record. There is 
an 
increasing 
relu c ta n c e, 
dem o nstrated by re su lts of 
national 
polls, 
indicating 
citizens hesitate to be known as 
Republicans or Democrats, with 
an increasing number of in­ 
dependent or “switch” voters. 
The prim ary election is a 
party organizational function. 
Precinct workers as well as 
d elegates to political 
con 
ventions are selected by the 
m embers of a party in the 
prim ary election. It would be 
inherently unfair to perm it a 
voter to pick opposing slates, 
able to assist a strong contender 
in facing a week opponent, or to 
name unqualified delegates to 
organize the opposition party. 
However, the present prim ary 
system has no place for the 
independent voter. 
In the past, a voter would pick 
delegates to organize the party 
of choice who would properly 
espouse party principles. This is 
not as im portant under a direct 
prim ary system. Party prin 
ciples will be forced to follow 
candidates rather than can­ 
didates 
following 
a 
p arty 
platform. An ultra-liberal could 
place his nam e on the ballot and 
be nominated to represent a 
highly conservative party under 
the direct prim ary selection. 
A 
few 
sta te s 
perm it 
“ c ro sso v e r” voting in 
the 
prim ary election. A voter can 
pick the 
best 
qualified 
for 
M ayor, reg a rd le ss of p arty 
label, changing to pick 
a 
professional lawman from the 
opposing party for Sheriff. In 
most such elections, any can­ 
didate receiving over a m ajority 
vote, is elected without facing 
voters in the fall election. 
In the past, political coven- 
tions were able to select can­ 
didates to carry the party banner 
in the fall who best espoused 
party principles. Money was 
raised to build name recognition 
for the nominees, and the party 
platform construction prior to 
candidate selection. 
Now a political hopeful must 
finance the campaign for nam e 
recognition before gaining party 
support. It will continue to be 
essential for the party to raise 
campaign funds, rather than 
having 
a 
great 
number 
of 
se p a ra te drives for 
every 
candidate. 
However, 
p arty 
platforms will have to be built 
around a wide spectrum of 
different and often opposing 


philosophies rep resen ted by 
n o m i n e e s . 
P l a t f o r m s 
frequently m eaningless, will 
decline 
still 
further 
in 
im ­ 
portance. 
The growing trend is to return 
power to the people, and with it 
must come responsibility. No 
longer can 
we condone the 
luxury of less than 25 percent of 
those qualified voting in the 
prim ary 
to pick candidates, 
with a sim ilar low percentage 
willing 
to 
indicate 
p a rty 
preference. ‘Cross over” voting 
options in a prim ary for the 
independent voter, interested 
more in qualified candidates 
ra th e r 
than 
political 
philosophies m ight in crease 
p articip atio n s. It should be 
studies, as well as the role of

p a rtie s 
in 
d irect 
prim ary 
candidate 
selection.

Hippies, dedicated to a 
life-style of leisure, elevated 
work clothes into the drawing 
rooms and a requirem ent for the 
basic wardrobe. 
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Governor Otis R. Bowen

Prompt and professional detec­ 
tion, investigation and apprehen­ 
sion must be buttressed by a qual­ 
ity criminal justice system that will 
assure both the individual and 
society in general of the values of 
our adversary trial system. 
Once guilt is determined, and 
pro per sentence made, Indiana’s 


system of corrections must func­ 
tion smoothly to gain the maximum 
benefits of rehabilitation, w hile 
providing for the kind of security 
measures that will protect our citi­ 
zens from the con victed la w ­ 
breaker who again would bring 
harm to open sojr^y. 


Each of these elements of the 
criminal justice system must work 
well if we are to make more than 
temporary inroads into crime, lf we 
do not emphasize the total criminal 
justice system we will not obtain 
the best use of our resources. We 
will not achieve the hoped-for re­ 
sults. 


This proper perspective is not 
always easy to maintain, as pres­ 
sures or controversies in a specific 
area cloud the priorities and public 
discussion. There are sometimes 
marked disagreements about what 
deserves emphasis. 


But an effective crime program 
won t be sustained unless good 
training, sound law enforcement 
techniques, an effective court 
system and a creative corrections 
system all blend together. 


New Telephone Offers 
Communication For Deaf

device which operates like a 
push-button telephone and costs 
less than $100 can allow deaf 
mutes

trician, used his spare time and 
surplus 
equipment 
to

together 
the 
device, 
which 
allows messages to be punched 
out on touch-tone phones with 
the message arriving, letter by 
letter, by flashing on a screen 
attached to the phone. 


He’s offering the blueprints 
for free. 
“ It’s sim ple,” Kovach said, 
showing off the shoe box-sized 
screen which took him a year’s 
worth of spare tim e to perfect. 
“ It works just like a touch-tone 
telephone.” 
The screen is attached by 
electrical cord and suction cup 
to a telephone receiver. The 
cord 
picks 
up 
the 
total 
frequency in the receiver and 
transm its to the equipment. 
The equipment in turn picks up 


the frequency, causing letters 
to flash one at a tim e on the 
sm all screen. 


The letters are the sam e ones 
that relate to the num bers on 
the telephone. An “a ” is a 2, a 
“b” a 2 punched twice, a “c ” a 
2 punched three tim es. 


The word “m an” , 
Kovach 
explained, could be transm itted 
by pressing the six-button once 
for “ rn,” then the two-button 
once for “a ” and then the six- 
button twice for “n .”

practice of yoga, an ancient 
Hindu philosophy, 
is finding 
modern enthusiasts in every 
level of society, according to 
the Encyclopaedia Britannica. 
Early practitioners of yoga 
saw it as a means of achieving 
release from the bonds of the 
world. Today it is a religion, a 
philosophy, an exercise, magic, 
or an entire way of life. 
The 
philosophy 
of 
yoga 
inclines to the belief that the 
suppression of all activity of 
body, mind and will can lead to 
liberation of the self and union 
with a supreme consciousness. 
Hence the word “ yoga” from 
the Sanskrit meaning “ yoking” 
or “ union.” 
“ In the course 
of time,” 
Britannica 
3 
says, 
“ certain 
stages of yoga become ends in 
themselves, notably the breath­ 
ing and sitting postures, as in 
the yoga school of hatha yoga, 
or yoga of violence, which 
stresses 
complicated 
bodily 
arrangements, among others, 
for therapeutic purposes. At 
present yoga is popular for its 
bracing and relaxing effects ” 
Yoga is based on the ancient 
Hindu philosophy of “ samkhya” 
which views the evolution of the 
world 
as 
passing 
through 
several stages. The practice of 
yoga, as Britannica notes, is an 
attempt to reverse this order so 
that man could “ increasingly 
dephenomenalize himself, until 


his self re-enters its original 
state of purity and conscious­ 
ness.” Its texts are the yoga- 
sutras of Patanjali, a philoso­ 
pher who lived around 500 B C.

The Worst Dieters 


Baltimore s Energy System 
Uses Household Garbage 


The higher the income, the 
worse the diet, says Dr. Ancel 
Keys, an internationally known 
researcher on diet and health. 
Keys 
thinks 
most 
people 
would 
be 
better 
off 
on 
a 
workman’s diet and, specifical­ 
ly, the Mediterranean work­ 
m an’s. It contains relatively 
few high-cholesterol foods such 
as 
fatty 
meats 
and 
dairy 
products, but a lot of high-bulk 
fruit and vegetables, mostly 
home-grown. 
“Considering 
the 
kind 
of 
sedentary lives we live, our 
food is too concentrated, too 
low 
in 
bulk 
and 
high 
in 
calo ries,” 
he 
said 
in 
an 
interview. 
Keys is a professor emeritus 
at the University of Minnesota 
School of Public 
Health, a 
medical researcher, consultant 
to the World Health Organiza­ 
tion, UNESCO and the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization, and chairman of 
the research committee of the 
International Society of Cardi­ 
ology 
He and his wife, Margaret, a 
biochemist, divide their time 
between homes in Minneapolis 
and Pioppi, Italy, about IOO 
miles south of Naples. 
Keys recalled a Rome restau­ 
rant popular with tourists that 
features pasta in triple butter. 
It’s not the pasta but the 
sauce that’s risky, he said, 
adding that Italians, Greeks 
and others who live along the 
Mediterranean Sea eat lots of 
bread or pasta or both and 
many 
potatoes 
and 
other 
vegetables. 
He said they have about the 
same intake of starchy food as 
people in cooler climates, but 
they use olive oil instead of 
butter and eat many vegetables 
high in roughage. 
“It is very common for a 
workman eating on the job (in 
Italy) to have a sandwich of a 
small loaf of bread filled with 
half a pound of cooked spinach 
with olive oil dribbled on it.’’ 
They 
also 
keep 
portions 
small. 
“Even in Italy, the idea of 
big portions is not common 
among the rich,” he said. 
'T a sta still is the main part 
of the meal, and there’s not 
much room for other food after 
that.” 
Keys, whose medical publica­ 
tions include a book, “Coronary 
Heart Disease in Seven Coun­ 
tries,” said he has another two 
or 
three 
years 
to 
go 
in 
following a multi-nation heart 
disease study of 15,000 men. 
With Mrs. Keys, the doctor 
also has written three cook­ 
books, the latest of which is 
“How to Eat Well and Stay 
Well the Mediterranean Way” 
(Dpubleday). 
•‘A lot of things are changing 
for the worse,” he said of the 


workmans diet, adding that

Hermit Lived On Island For 
40 Years, Was University Grad 


MANANA 
ISLAND, 
Maine 
(UPI) — For nearly 40 years, 
Ray Phillips lived alone with 
his animals in a 
driftwood 
shack on tiny Manana Island IO 
miles off the coast of Maine. 
He turned his back on city 
life in the 1930’s, giving up a 
job as food inspector in New 
York. 
He wanted to go it alone. 
But in recent months —his 
health failing —Phillips, near 
80, turned increasingly to the 
few who knew him enough to be 
considered friends. 
Coast Guardman Ray Gray, 
22, was one of those. He used to 
spend hours listening to the old, 
white-bearded man talk about 
life a half century ago. 
Friday morning, Gray found 
his body. Doctors said the old 
man died of a heart attack. 
His body was to be cremated 
today and a memorial service 
is planned May 25 in Mon- 
hegan. 
“ I guess he had the best way 
of life that anyone could ask 
for,” said Gray, who has been 
at the Manana Island Coast 
Guard Signal Station for about 
two years. “He never had any 
problems.” 
Phillips, a 
striking figure 
with his long white hair and 
beard, often walked along the 
shore 
gazing 
out 
to 
sea, 
seemingly content with his way 
of life. 
He kept busy tending his 25 
sheep and looking after his 
gander and white rabbit. 
“ He never wanted people to 
help him out,” Gray said, “but 
in recent months his health 
began to go and he began to 
depend on people more and 
more He asked me recently to 
fix his front door and he even 
wanted 
me 
to 
leave 
my 
cigarettes.” 
But he closely guarded his 
privacy. 
“He didn’t want people to 


hassle him,” Gray said. “Tou­ 
rists during the summer would 
want to take his picture and 
ask stupid questions like ‘How 
do you like living here?’ He’d 
never let them in his shack.” 
“I often would see him and 
w e’d start talking but w e’d 
reached a point where I knew 
he didn’t want to talk anymore 
so I’d just split. 
Phillips, a graduate of the 
University of Maine, sailed to 
Monhegan 
in 
1932 
before 
moving to the island. He never 


married and 
lived on 
$109 
veteran’s pension and $77 a 
month in Social Security. 
When he was younger, he left 
the island in the spring and fall 
for a haircut or a night’s sleep 
in a hotel bed. He once told a 
newsman he enjoyed an occa­ 
sional visit to hear the clang of 
the city. 
“That 
house 
of

was 
something else,” Gray said. “It 
was built like a maze, with tiny 
rooms and hallways. He added 
on to it whenever he got more 


State System On Bike
